away as New York, Vermont, Maine, and Cornwall, 
England.

Associates was ultimately rewarded the bid. The firm, 
with a division specifically for the renovations of libraries, 
created specific schematics and a full-scale model of the 
Mattapoisett Public Library, the drawings, of which were 
presented to the board. 

The proposed renovations would include two 
wings on both the north and south sides of the existing 
building. The current square footage 4,800 square feet 
would be expanded to 15,000 square feet. It would be 
built in such a way so that the newly-constructed wings 
would look as if they had been a part of the original 
library. The library would be in compliance with the 
Americans With Disabilities Act (ADA), and would 
include a ramp on the front of the building. There would 
be additional parking added on the south side of the 
building with a capacity of twelve cars and two handicap 
spaces. The monuments on the ground would stay in 
place. 

The first floor of the library would include a 
Young Adult section, an enlarged Children's Room, an art 
room, a staff workroom, a Community Room with an 85 
person capacity, and storage area. The right wing would 
house the elevator and rest rooms. The second floor 
would include a Reference section, a historical area, as 
well as a smaller conference room for approximately 12 
people. The entire project is projected to cost $3.7 million, 
with a state grant paying (if approved) for 43 percent, or 
$1.6 million, leaving the town responsible for $2.1 million.

The committee should hear in June whether or not they 
will be receiving such grant money. The committee feels 
strongly that they can collect approximately $1 million in 
private donations, ultimately leaving the town 
responsible for the amount of $1.1 million. 

Mr. Atkinson believes that the committee will 
shift into a Finance Campaign for the next six months to a 
year, and that this will be a crucial time to educate the 
residents about this project. Once the Finance Campaign 
Committee is formed, it will be their job to find the major 
contributors for the project. It is their hope that the private 
donations, town funding and state grant would come to 
fruition at relatively the same time, making these 
renovations possible.

The Executive Secretary's report included two 
items. First, it was noted that Wharf Food Concession 
Stand bids were opened on March 2 at 3:00 pm, and two 
bids were received. Janet Collins, who maintained the 
concession stand last year made a bid of $250 per month 
for the 5-month season, making her bid $1,200. The 
second bid was received from Louise Vandal for the 
amount of $300 per month, making her bid a total of 
$1,500. 

The Selectmen considered both bids, and 
explained that each person had an equal opportunity to 
make such a bid, and to make it as attractive as possible. It 
was decided to award the bid to Ms. Vandal as she made 
a bid 2-5 percent higher than Ms. Collins.

He explained that this 
year the truck will be exposed to the diesel emissions test, 
and it was questionable that this truck would pass before 
the current leaking condition. He believes it is time to 
discuss the town's options regarding the future of this 
truck given its age and condition. It would require $8,000 
to $10,000 to replace the engine of this 20-year-old truck 
when a new truck would cost approximately $20,000 to 
$30,000. Therefore, he suggests that sometime soon the 
board should meet with Chief Scott and decide what 
would be the best option for the town. 

With no further matters to discuss, the board 
unanimously agreed to adjourn at 8:00 pm.

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

March 13, 2001

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Selectmen 
was called to order on Tuesday, March 13 at 7:00 pm by 
Chairman Albert Winters. Also present were Selectman 
Jonathan "Jody" Dickerson, Town Administrator Julie 
Enroth- Whitlock, and Secretary Helene Craver. Selectman 
Loretta B. Schaefer was not present for the meeting. 

After signing various payroll and accounts payable 
warrants for the week and approving several alcoholic 
beverage liquor licenses for events to be held at the Marion 
Music Hall, the board reviewed incoming correspondence for 
the week, beginning with notification from the 
Massachusetts Superior Court that the Sardinha Family Trust 
has filed an appeal against the town for the recent Zoning 
Board of Appeals (ZBA) decision to deny a request to open a 
Dunkin' Donuts franchise on property located on Route 6. 
ZBA member Roger Blanchette was present at the meeting 
and came before the board to request permission to seek the 
advice of Town Counsel in this matter, which the board 
unanimously voted to approve. 

"Generally, Town Counsel will either recommend 
someone (who specializes in land law) or take on the case 
himself," Selectman Winters said. "Since this is now a matter 
of litigation, we won't be commenting on it any further."

association with Attorney Gerard S. McAuliffe and, effective

am and the afternoon dismissal time should be limited from 
3:00 to 3:15 pm. "This allows for the safety of the students 
and gives the construction crew more flexibility for 
deliveries," Chief Miller wrote. 

Both Harbormaster Charles Bradley and Fire Chief 
Robert Davis sent memos to the board regarding the state's 
recent suggestion that a seat belt policy be mandated for all 
town employees.

Attorney James W. Simpson Jr. sent notification that 
the court has dismissed all claims against the Town of 
Marion, former Police Chief Brian Scott, and Officer Jonathan 
Philbrook filed by D.J. Lasker. Mr. Lasker was denied a gun 
permit by the Police Department and he is expected to file 
another appeal within 30 days on this matter. 

Shellfish Officer Kevin Snow next sent a request to 
the board to extend the Commercial Shellfish Opening in 
Hammett's Cove for another month, through April 9, 2001; 
and also requested to open Meadow Island to recreational 
clamming as of March 16, 2001. The board unanimously 
approved both requests. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock reviewed plans for the upcoming Annual Town

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

March 12, 2001

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, March 12 at 
6:30 pm by Chairman Naida Parker. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Cutler, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met with members of the 
Rochester Police Brotherhood in Open Session to discuss a 
grievance brought by the union concerning a clarification 
in their recently-signed contract with regard to attaining 
an Associates Degree from an accredited college in a 
police-related field. The contract states that if a police 
officer attains an Associate's Degree, they are eligible for a 
four percent salary increase. Members of the Brotherhood 
wanted to know if officers enrolled in an accredited 
Certificate Program who have completed two years' 
worth of education would also be considered as having 
attained a two-year Associate's Degree for this purpose. 

Selectman Cutler said in negotiating the contract, 
they were "careful with the term Associate's Degree" to 
mean just that — Dhaving achieved a two-year degre from 
an accredited college and that officers had met their 
curriculum requirements. 

"The real question here is does the board 
recognize a certain number of credits as being equal to an

Associate's Degree," Selectman Cutler said. 

Selectman Cutler and his fellow board members 
seemed to concur that the language in the contract 
referred specifically to an officer's obtaining a two-year 
Associate's Degree and the request from the Brotherhood 
to reopen contract negotiations to clarify the language 
wasn't warranted at this time. "I'm not in favor of 
opening up any part of the contract unless there's 
something to negotiate on both sides," he said.

hoped to schedule a meeting where they could discuss 
long-term planning goals for the town and what they'd 
like him to achieve in his new position. 

Selectman Cutler cautioned that Mr. Kunz should 
avoid getting caught up in the "minutiae" of Planning 
Board matters and concentrate on the "bigger picture," 
most of which includes preparing and updating the 
town's Zoning By-Laws for the upcoming Annual Town 
Meeting on lune 4.

Mr. Huntoon informed the board that the Board 
of Health has scheduled a Rabies Clinic for cats and dogs 
in town on April 7, and all residents from the area are 
eligible to bring their pets in to receive rabies shots. In a 
related matter, Mr. Huntoon wanted to know about pet 
owners who have not licensed their dogs by the April 15 
deadline.

got three and a half months to get their dogs licensed ... 
there's no excuse. We should send out a reminder 
postcard and advise them that if their dogs are not 
licensed ... Dog Officers will be issuing tickets." Selectman 
Ryan also added that notices should be posted at the 
upcoming Rabies Clinic. 

The board decided that reminders would be sent 
after the April 15 deadline and if pet owners still didn't 
comply within 30 days, Dog Officers would be instructed 
to issue tickets and /or confiscate all unlicensed dogs, 
thereby requiring owners to pay the license fee, overdue 
fine, and boarding costs to retrieve their pets. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received notification from the Massachusetts Town Clerks 
Association informing them that Town Clerk Naida 
Parker has been renewed as a Certified Massachusetts 
Town Clerk and she will receive verification of this status 
at the organization's June 14 banquet. 

The board also received a payment in lieu of taxes 
in the amount of $237,760 from SEMASS for the month of 
February, 2001 (including a retroactive increase from 
January, 2001). 

In other matters, the board: 

• Selectman Cutler noted that the board's 
representative on the Tri-Town Housing Co-Op, Fred 
Underhill, informed him that representatives from the 
other towns are not attending meetings on a regular basis 
and the organization is in danger of disappearing due to 
lack of interest. "He's getting burned out," Selectman 
Cutler said, "and I'd like to draft a letter to Marion and 
copy it to Mattapoisett letting them know that the Co-Op 
is in danger of dissolving." The board unanimously voted 
to authorize Selectman Cutler to draft and send a letter to 
that effect. 

• Unanimously voted that town departments 
should be using town-provided cameras for taking 
pictures and there would be no more reimbursements 
authorized for town-related business. 

• Discussed the idea of developing a town 
website with regular postings and meeting updates; but 
Selectman Cutler was reluctant to spend money on this 
project, noting that it was difficult to update and maintain 
a website on a regular basis.

CHOOSING A PET BIRD 

I have been thinking about getting a pet bird. How do I decide 
what kind to buy? 

If you have never had a pet bird before I'd recommend start- 
ing with a budgerigar (parakeet) or a cockatiel. They are 
small relatively easy to care for and relatively inexpensive. 

I've always wanted a cockatoo but I don't know too much about 
them. 

Cockatoos are loving gentle birds that require a huge time 
commitment. Owning a cockatoo is like having a perennial 2 
year old child for 50 years. They are often very loud and de- 
structive and may go through phases that make you ques- 
tion your sanity for wanting this bird in your home. Not a 
good choice for an avian novice. 

Is it better to get one bird or to get a pair? 
Birds that live with other birds tend to remain "bird ori- 
ented" and are much more difficult to tame than birds that 
spend lots of time out of their cage with people.

To the Editor: 

A recent political advertisement referenced two subjects 
I feel need clarification to insure that an informed decision is 
made regarding these issues. First, the issue of the Town 
Paramedic Service. As you know, the Emergency Medical 
Services for the Town of Mattapoisett are run out of the Police 
Department. All of your officers, out on patrol, are licensed 
Emergency Medical Technicians (EMTs). Additionally, two 
officers are currently paramedics. There are three police officers 
and two civilian EMTs now being trained to become paramedics. 
Upon completion of their training and passing of the state 
paramedic exam, the Town will have seven paramedics affiliated 
with the Police /EMS service. 

The political advertisement referenced that "Decisions 
about the paramedic plan were made not long ago by the board 
based on the model of a premier paramedic service being run by 
Maryland State Police. Interesting enough, Maryland State 
Police do not operate a paramedic service." This is an incorrect 
statement by the candidate. The Maryland State Police run a 
helicopter service and do provide paramedic level service 
similar to Medflight. I have attended many of the planning 
meetings for the Town of Mattapoisett paramedic service, at no 
time has anyone discussed providing a helicopter service. 
Therefore, our service will not model the Maryland State Police 
service. 

The quality and timeliness of medical services 
provided to the Town by the Police based ambulance service is 
outstanding. Furthermore, to upgrade the current ambulance 
service to the advanced level of care offered at the paramedic 
level is sensible and the most cost-effective approach for the 
Town of Mattapoisett to take. I believe those are some of the 
facts that the Board based their decision on. 

Secondly, the candidate references the petition 
submitted for MGL Chapter 41 Section 97 A entitled "Police 
Department; Chief of Police; Powers and Duties." This Chapter 
and section describes the establishment by the Selectmen of a 
police department and the appointment by the Selectmen of a 
Chief of Police for an annual term not to exceed three years. It

To the Editor: 

The Marion Scholarship /Education Committee, 
established by the Annual Town Meeting in April 1994, has 
awarded twenty-two scholarships to Marion residents based on 
their financial need, character, scholastic record, extracurricular 
activities, and involvement in community affairs. Sixteen have 
been graduates of Old Rochester Regional High School, two 
graduates of Bishop Stang High School, one graduate of Tabor 
Academy, two graduates of Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Vocational Technical High School, and one a Marion mother 
returning to school after taking time to raise her family. 

As the Committee prepares to award scholarships for 
the 2001-2002 academic year, we find a significant shortfall in 
the monies contributed to the Scholarship Fund so far this year. 
We had hoped to make at least as many awards as we had in 
2000 and were optimistic that we might be able to increase the 
number from eight to as many as nine or ten. Currently, the fund 
balance is $952 — just shy of the amount needed to award two 
$500 scholarships to worthy students who will be attending 
colleges and universities in the fall. 

Other than the contribution form enclosed yearly with 
the tax bills, no other appeals are made to the community. In 
light of the current situation, however, we are inviting voluntary 
donations from members of the community. Donations can be 
made in celebration of a person or event or in memory of a 
special person and are fully tax deductible.

15 Minutes. Starring Robert De Niro and 
Edward Burns. Directed by John Herzfeld. 
Running time: 119 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth Mall. 

Just because Robert De Niro is one of our finest actors doesn't 
mean he always has the finest taste in material. Exhibit A: 15 
Minutes, a crude and reactionary piece of pulp posing as scathing 
media satire. The movie comes on strong; it wants us to know that 
TV journalists will do anything for ratings, that we've created a 
mollycoddling culture wherein no one is accountable for his own 
actions, that important decisions are influenced by politics and 
media image rather than truth and justice (throw in the American 
Way, too, while you're at it). In brief, it sounds like some crank on 
the next barstool venting about how everything is crap. 

Maybe everything is. But movies like this, with its deadening 
by-the-numbers script (by John Herzfeld, who also directed), 
flatly unbelievable situations, and paper-thin characters, won't 
do much to help; if anything, by adding to the atmosphere of 
cynicism, it becomes part of the problem. After all, if people 
believe that everything is crap and nothing can be done, nothing 
will be done. That 15 Minutes is junky conservative propaganda 
makes it no better or worse than junky liberal propaganda like The 
Contender; both preach to the converted with an airhorn. Here, for 
instance, we learn that honest, law-abiding citizens can't escape 
the mistakes of their past, while criminals can use the misfortunes 
of their past to get off scot free. They used to make 'em like this in 
the '80s, with Sylvester Stallone. 

De Niro, he of the erratic taste (his Tribeca company co- 
produced), is Eddie Flemming, a star homicide cop — an dido 
mean star, the kind of cop who gets recognized on the streets of 
New York ("Heyyy, Eddie!") and appears on the cover of People. 
Eddie crosses paths with arson investigator Jordy Warsaw 
(Edward Burns) when both are sniffing around a fire scene that 
turns out to be homicide. It seems two thugs of Russian/ Czech 
extraction (Russians! Evil Empire! Man, this is the '80s again!) 
have murdered a former partner and his wife; now they're trying 
to silence a witness to the crime. One of them also has a digital 
camera and wants to be Frank Capra (a "satirical" touch that can 
mean whatever you want it to mean). Their notion is to tape 
themselves committing murder, turn themselves in, plead insanity, 




and go free; after all, they've seen the sinners kneel and beg 
forgiveness on Roseanne's talk show, and concluded that "nobody 
is responsible for what they do." 

Edward Burns, a gifted writer-director (The Brothers 
McMullen) gradually earning a name as an actor (Saving Private 
Ryan), is probably the best reason to see the movie. An honest and 
natural actor, Burns gives a weary Gen-X spin to the dog-eared 
scenes he's in (he becomes, I think, the 34,492nd movie cop to 
plunk his badge on the captain's desk in disgust upon being 
suspended). You'd think his job would be harder given that he's 
up there with De Niro, but De Niro isn't really up there. As if 
knowing how cardboard the movie is, he barely commits himself, 
except for a ridiculous scene in which he's tied to a chair and still 
manages to rough up his captors — Charlie's Angels did a similar 
set-piece slightly more plausibly. 

15 Minutes is by no means a serious social satire. Its maker, 
John Herzfeld, is known mainly for his previous feature 2 Days in 
the Valley, which in turn is known mainly for a spandex catfight 
between Teri Hatcher and Charlize Theron (who has a useless 
cameo here as an escort-service manager). That film was a 
Tarantino-esque spree about three years too late; 15 Minutes is a 
media-evil movie about six years too late. Both stay stubbornly on 
the surface and play like inept attempts to realize some dimwitted 
Hollywood formula. By the end, when we get a stand-off between 
the enraged, gun-toting Edward Burns and one of the thugs 
holding a woman hostage, I almost laughed out loud, not out of 
contempt but out of relief — the movie had kept threatening to go 
from bad to worse, and, finally, here it was. If Herzfeld is right and 
people should be held responsible for what they do, then he 
should be held personally responsible for wasting 119 minutes of 
millions of peoples' lives last weekend. The least he can do is go 
on Roseanne's show, kneel, and beg forgiveness.

For the most part, I'm not much of an avid television 
fan. I usually prefer to devote my leisure viewing time 
screening full-length (and commercial-free) feature films 
and I can count the number of episodic shows I watch 
faithfully on one hand. I also tend to avoid certain "must 
see" programs which fall victim to endless hype and public 
acclaim — for me, that's usually a tell-tale sign of something 
produced in a sanitized, by-the-numbers, cookie-cutter 
fashion. 

But I have to confess to becoming a late convert who 
got caught up in the recent hoopla over the third-season 
premiere of HBO's award-winning The Sopranos and I 
decided to go back and watch the first thirteen episodes of 
the series which have been packaged and released on DVD 
in great widescreen transfers with Dolby Digital 5.1 sound, 
effectively imposing a theatrical experience on the made- 
for-television drama. Much to my surprise, the show not 
only lived up to all the hype but greatly exceeded my 
expectations. 

Created by David Chase, whose previous TV credits 
included such acclaimed series as The Rockford Files, I'll Fly 
Away, and Northern Exposure, the made-for-cable drama is 
a brilliant example of what episodic television can and 
should be; replete with superb writing, well-developed 
and credible characters, and an infectious plot revolving 
around New Jersey mafia boss Tony Soprano (the talented 
James Gandolfini) who finds himself caught between his 
crime "family" and real-life wife and kids ... a precarious 
balancing act between his personal and professional 
commitments. What's most refreshing about the show, 
however, is how it takes the well-known, almost predictable 
gangster genre and puts a new, contemporary spin on it. 

With familiar nods to Francis Ford Coppola's Godfather 
films and Martin Scorsese's Goodfellas — both of which 
were decidedly period pieces — The Sopranos is very much 
a modern interpretation of the Italian mafia ... and it's not 
surprising that many of the characters often reverently 
reference their film predecessors, like police who admire 
Dirty Harry or Serpico. But there's also a real and unique 
sense of family loyalty and obligation which remains the 
spine of the series ... and the one thing that Coppola's films 
perfectly captured. 

It didn't take long to get hooked on the series after 
watching the first couple of episodes on video, and the 
clincher for me was Episode 5 titled "College," which plays 
like a mini-movie unto itself — something which creator 
David Chase said he aspired to with each and every hour- 
long installment. In the episode Tony Soprano escorts his 
daughter Meadow on a trip to check out prospective 




colleges in Maine and 
winds up being 
confronted by his 
smart, perceptive 
daughter about his 
alleged job in "waste 
management." While 
stopping for gas along 
the way, Tony spots a 
former mob member 
who ratted his friends 
out and has since been 
exiled from the witness 
protection program. 
While trying to keep 
the unsavory details of 
crime life from his 
suspicious daughter, 
Tony feels compelled 
to collect retribution from the snitch. The result is a great 
cat-and-mouse game which distills the essence of the series 
into a tight, one-hour drama. 

The Sopranos is not only blessed with great writing, but 
also a pitch-perfect cast headed by Gandolfini and rounded 
out with the likes of Edie Falco as his conflicted but accepting 
wife Carmella; Goodfellas veterans Michael Imperioli (as 
young mob soldier Christopher who yearns to become a 
"made guy") and Lorraine Bracco (as Tony's patient and 
sometimes wary psychiatrist Dr. Melfi); and the late, great 
Nancy Marchand as Tony's bitter, hard-as-nails mother 
who feigns ignorance of the family business but turns out 
to be far more savvy than anyone suspects. 

There's much to be said for the freedom which is 
afforded the series by HBO, and that's what lends the show 
a sense of reality and gravity that would be homogenized 
by network censors. The sharp writing allows us to care 
and invest ourselves in the characters ... but there are also 
those intruding moments of brutality and violence that 
remind of the danger lurking just around the corner for 
anyone even remotely connected to the mob. If the show 
had been produced for the Fox Network (which originally 
optioned the series), it would have devolved into a sitcom 
caricature of mob life — a sort of silly satire of The Godfather. 

Thankfully, HBO has provided an outlet for the show 
to exist in its purest form and it ranks alongside The 
Simpsons and Buffy the Vampire Slayer as one of the best- 
written shows currently on television. It's not often I get to 
say this, but: believe the hype ... or else I'll have to send 
someone over to convince you. Bada bing!
